Subjects have been foꝛ along time well unployed and ſet on Work; 
and by means thereof, ſome expert and ſkilfull men in that Art and 
//.\,>)| Dciience have been trained up, who are now deſtitute of any other 
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loſt within the Kingdome ; We being minded to pꝛovide foꝛ the imployment and ſetting on 
wozk of Dur own Duabjects in the ſaid Art and Manufacture, and that Our iRingdome may 
not depend of being ſervedonly from foꝛrain parts with Lattin wire, being a commodity of 
ſuch neceſſary ule, whereby allo Strangers at their own pleaſures may raiſe their p2'5es, 02 
ſerve us with falſe and unſerviceable Wire, tothe damage of Our people: And finding that 
ſundꝛy good Lawes and Pꝛoviſions have fozmerly been made, pꝛohibiting the impoztation of 
fozraun Manufactures made of the ſaid Lattin Wire, foꝛ the better cheriſhing and intoura⸗ 
ging of ſo p2ofitable and neceſſary Manufactures within this Kingdome We taking the 
Pꝛemiſes into conlideration, have thought fit to inhibit the umpoꝛtation of fozrain Lattm 
Wire: And do therckoze hereby ſtraitiy charge and command all and ſingular perſon and per- 
ſons whatſocver,as well Our own naturall bozn Subjects as Demzens and Strangers that 
none of them, noꝛ any other perſon oz perſons whatſoever, do at any time oꝛ tunes after the 


Feaſt of Saint Michael the Archangel nert coming, impoꝛt 02 bzing, oꝛ cauſe to be impoꝛted oe 
bꝛought into this Dur Realin of England, Dominion of wales, Pozt 02 Town of Barwick, 
any Tattin Wire made in fozrain parts, upon pain of foꝛfeiture of all and every ſuch fozrain 
Lattin Wire as ſhall beſo impoꝛted, oꝛ bꝛought into Our lud R:alm o: Dominion, conirary 
to this Dar Royall Commandment. | = 

Aud Our Royall will and pleaſure is, that all ſuch fozrain Lattin Wire which (hall be 
unpoꝛted contrary to theſe pꝛeſents, ſhall by ſuch perſon and perſons who ſhall lerze the ſame, 
be foꝛthwith carricd and conveyed into Hur Cuſtome-houſe within Dur Poꝛt of London, 
oꝛ other Cuſtome houſe of that Poꝛt, where the ſame ſhall be lerzed, without telling uttcring, 
compounding, oz delivering any part thereof, befoze the ſame be thither bzought anddclivered 
as afoꝛeſaid, upon pain of Our high indignation and diſpleaſure, and of ſuch further patns, 
penalties, and punichments, as by the Lawes, and S:atutes of this Our Realm, o2 Our 
P2erogative Royall, fo2 the conteinpt of Our commandment inthis behalf may any way be 
inflicted upon them oꝛ any of chem ſo offerding, contrary to the true intent and meaning of 
theſe pꝛelents: And to that end and purpoſe, we do hereby require and command all and fin- 
gular the Officers ok Our Cultomes, oz attending the lame within all and every the Pozts 
and Havens of Our ſaid Rcalm and Dominion, and the Crecks and members thereof, That 
they and every of them, from and after the Feaſt of Saint \icha«l the Archangel next com- 
ing, do koꝛbear to take any Entcy oꝛ Entries, oꝛ to make any Compoſition, 02 Compoſitions, 
(02 any Cuſtome, Subſidre, 02 other duty, foꝛ oꝛ upon any Lattin Wire b.ought oꝛ to be bought 
into Dur laid Realn o: Denunion, from any foꝛrain parts; And allo that they, and all any 
every other Dur Officers and Miniſters, do ſtay and letze the ſame as foꝛfcited, to the 
— ſpecified, upon pain of Our high indignation and Liſplealure fo2 their neg- 
ect herein. 

And to the end Our intention herein may take the better cect; we do hereby declare Our 
will and pleaſure to be, That ſuch perſon and perſons as ſhall make ſeizure of any of the ſaid 
foꝛrain Lattin Wire, accozding to Our Nopad tommandment herein ugnified, ſhall have and 
receive to his oꝛ their own ule oꝛ uſes, one moiety oꝛ half part of the ſame Wire, ſo by him 02 
chem to be leized as afozeſaid; the other moiety thereof to be relerved to Our uſe. 

And koꝛ the better execution of this Our pꝛeſent will and commandment, we do ſtraitly 
charge and command all Juſtites of the Peace, Maiozs, Sheriff:s, Bails, Conſtables, Head⸗ 
bozoughs, Lythingmen, and all other Our Officers, Minilters, and loving Subjects, to 
whom ut thall oz may appertatn, That they and every of them at ail tune and tunes, from 
and after the Feaſt of Saint Michael the Archangel next coming, be aiding and aſſiſting to 
Our laid Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Collectozs, Searchers, Walters, and to all other perſon 
and perlons imploped fo2 the ſearching in any Ship, Houſe, Warchouſe, oꝛ Cellar, and fo: 
ſcrzing,taking,andcarryingawayef all and every ſuch Lattin wire as from and after the Feaſt 
of Saint Michael the Archangel next ſhall be impoꝛted contrary to this Our Royall com- 


mandment. 
Given at Our Court at Oatlands the nineteenth day of Auguſt, in the fourteenth 


yeer of Our Reign.
